According 
to Ms. Henning, the drive is 
aimed at “ informing students of 
their potential political power in 
electing New Paltz officials and 
thereby shaping New Paltz town 
policies." 
Ms. Henning said the drive 
on the New Paltz campus was

The Kol Nidre 
has become the most important 
part of this service as it is a 
symbol of the Jew ’s realization 
that man must be cautious with

that thev be not in vain. There 


is the firm belief that man can 
be sanctified or defiled by his 
power of speech.
